OUR PHONE SYSTEM 


News that the provincial government is considering the 
sale of the telephone system, if a good offer is made, has 
been received with varying opinions. The present need 
for revenue is obvious, and the avowed determination to 
balance the budget, ma£ result in action which would not 
be good business in the long run. 

Although the Provincial telephone system has not been 
a conspicuous asset, it has not been regarded as a failure 
until recent years. It has been the rural branch of the 
telephone system which has brought it into serious finan¬ 
cial straits. The urban service has given a good account 
of itself. Under the scheme instituted last year, a sixty 
per cent of the rural telephone service has been re-organ¬ 
ized under group ownership, and i s no longer a financial 
drag on the publicly owned system. 

After February first, rural subscribers not so organized 
will pay an increased toll of thirty-five per cent. This is 
through cancellation of thte thirty-five per cent “premium 
which has been rebated to farmers since 1932. One result 
of this will be the discontinuance of many lines or the 
forming of more mutual companies. It is anticipated that 
before many months, the whole rural service will be in the 
hands of the group owners, leaving only the urban lines 
under provincial control. 

It is generally believed that this will solve the telephone 
problem as a problem, and that it could then b e regarded 
as a financially sound example of public ownership and 
operation. In view of this likelihood, it seems rash to dis¬ 
pose of such a long standing utility to meet any emergen¬ 
cy needs. It might be regarded as a retrograde step. 

Moreover Alberta people have reason for pride in the 
efficiency of operation of this publicly-owned service. It 
compares favorably with any privately-owned compan¬ 
ies. Officials are well trained and capable, and have built 
up an enviable reputation in the Dominion. No change in 
ownership should be made, without very serious consider¬ 
ation. 


FARMER IN MODERN WORLD 


A recent radio address by Dr. Henry Wise Wood, was 
heard appreciatively by many. Dr. Wood is the dean of the 
agricultural world in Alberta, and his words have com¬ 
manded respect and attention of everyone for many 'years. 

The following are extracts from his speech: 

“While fanning is the oldest and most indispenable pro¬ 
fession in the world—for all other business would collapse 
if agriculture failed—farming is still our most primitive 
and least organized industry. Nearly three-fourths of 
the world’s population are farmers, yet there are only a 
lew countries where any large percentage of farmers are 
united through organizations for self help, and the bulk 
of the world s food is produced by primitive tillage meth¬ 
ods with crude types of farm implements. 

-“After long centuries of being the hewer of wood, the 
provider of food, tiie drudge of the ages; the farmer is be¬ 
ginning to realize that patience under injustice is a vice 
and not a virtue. He is coming to see that it is in the best 
interests of consumers. a s well as producers that agricul¬ 
ture should make its voice heard and its strength felt in 
building up marketing organizations on a co-operative 
basis so as to make abundance a blessing instead of a ca 
lamity to the grower and the consumer. *• 

“The farmer hopes that some day a civilization will deal 
intelligently with the problem of distribution, as it has 
mastered the problem of production. He is an incurable 
optimist. When his crop is hailed or frozen or rusted or 
eaten by grasshoppers, he is confident that he will make 
up his losses next year. When he sells crop after crop be 
low the cost of production, he does not fold his arms in 
despair; he patches up his old machinery, jnends histoid 
harness; his n i fuputs a T ew fresh patches on his overalls, 
and he doggedly goes to work.-to raise another crop. He 
has faith that some day that crop will be needed at an ex¬ 
change value that will pay him to produce it. Rut he must 
do his share to bring about the desired objective. 

“The modern world has provided mankind with marvels 
of mechanical invention to utilize and bring to fruition 
the bounties of nature. Th,> same intelligence applied to 
the distribution of these blessings, instead of allowing 
them to be exploited for the enrichment of a selfish few, 
would solve not only the pressing problems of our under¬ 
paid and overworked agricultural industry. .IF'would ban¬ 
ish unemployment; put an end to our idiotic and criminal 
wars, the tyranny of man over man, of class over class, 
and make this earth what we believe its Creator intended 
it to be; a fit earth for those created in His image to 
inherit.” 


TO SELL OUR W HEAT 


Mr. King went to Washington to see if he could find a 
market for more Canadian goods. How about sending Mr. 
Dunning and Mr. Gardiner to England and Europe to sell 
Canada’s wheat surplus? 

The suggestion is not made jestingly. The way for Can- 
a«f!\ to sell wheat now is to let the world know that we 
have good wheat for sale at fair prices. It is going to be 
difficult to convince our customers abroad that this* coun¬ 
try will pursue a policy of offering wheat for sale at prices 
that compare favorably with those asked by our competi¬ 
tors. We must again earn the confidence of the British and 
continental miller. —Financial Post. 


SEED OATS 


X 


The public is being constantly warned that there is a 
serious shortage-of seed oats in the province. Frosts which 
visited all parts of the province at different times during 
the summer and early fall have proved much more 
ing that was supposed at the time. In the northern part 
of the province, and even, in central and Southern Alberta, 
oats which were regarded as suitabl%for seed, have prov¬ 
ed disappointing. Only a relatively small amount is avail¬ 
able for next season, and it is suggested that th e present 
is a good time in which to make sure that seed on hand 
is going to germinate satisfactorily when seeded. 

There is a process of testing which is recommended for 
its simplicity and efficiency. After cleaning a good sam¬ 
ple, it is important that it be thoroughly dried, and a good 
place far exposure is a sunny window, for ten .days or two 
weeks. After drying, count out two hundred average ker¬ 
nels and plant these in two flower pots or similar contain¬ 
ers. They should be planted at a depth of from two to 
two and a half inches, in order to observe the strength of 
growth. The containers should be kept in a sunny win¬ 
dow, the soil kept moist with ordinary temperature condi¬ 
tions, about the same as in the field growth. 

Count the number of seedling above the surface In 
twelve or fourteen days.- The result will give a fairly ac¬ 
curate idea as to the vitality of the seed, and the advisa¬ 
bility of using it next spring. 

A number of instances have been recorded locally, 
where oats have, shown surprisingly well under test, and 
will as a result be in strong demand. Other farmers have 
been unhappily surprised to find that oats which they re¬ 
garded as good seed, proving deficient under test. Now 
is the time to be assured of good seed for next year, as 
there is going to be a real scarcity if reports can be de¬ 
pended upon.

MODERATION 


Young people are again in disgrace. This time the of¬ 
fenders are the editorial staff responsible for the student 
periodical of the University of Saskatchewan. In quite un¬ 
measured sarcasm, an article in the student publication 
compares “greedy and imperialistic Italy” with the past 
record of the British Empire in “diplomatic deviltry, cold 
blooded bargaining, wholesale stealing, unholy alliances 
and general aggrandizement unequalled by any other na¬ 
tion in the world.” These are tough words, and there are 
more of them. The young hothead who wrote them, ap¬ 
parently dipped his pen in vitriol and let himself go in a 
large way. Then the editorial staff passed the article. All 
of which has roused condemnation in terms scarcely more 
measured than the offending article. The whip which Is 
always plied under such circumstances, is brought into 
play, and students are reminded that the public maintains 
the University, indicating that they must refrain from 
giving offense, verbally at least, let their thoughts be 
what they may. 

Certainly the article seems in bad taste, intemperate in 
tone and quite as extreme as the view of ultra imperial¬ 
ists who see nothing but virtue and nobility in Britain’s 
long history of acquisition. Sometimes a student runs 
amuck in this way, perhaps intoxicated with the flow of 
words more than with ideas. The object of university life 
is presumed to train the mind to Weigh, balance and an¬ 
alyze. It is when the analysis runs counter to popular fet¬ 
ishes that trouble starts. Youth is immoderate, and to 
most young people the most flagrant sin is the sin of hyp¬ 
ocrisy. The assumption of all virtue, all goodness on the 
part of any individual, group or nation is alfnost certain 
to rouse that skeptical “Oh yeah.” 

Blind nation worship such as is being fostered in Ger¬ 
many, Italy,/the Soviet is surely not much more desir¬ 
able or moye hopeful than the orgy of idol smashing in 
which the young Saskatchewan student indulged. 

There are signs on every side that we may be in for an¬ 
other bad dose of imperialism and nationalism before the 
present European crisis is over. It may be that the stud¬ 
ent was having one wild fling of self expression, in antici¬ 
pation of the lid clamping down. And it must be remem¬ 
bered that the post-war generation has been nourished on 
exposures and debunking. An entirely new conception of 
international relationships, and ethics is gradually devel¬ 
oping, and the foremost expounders are British statesmen 
thwiiselvcs. It is natural that the past should be viewed 
from a much more critical angle than in the old days of 
blind imperialism.

It is interesting to note that more 
farmers have their land protected j 
against drifting this fall than in the ■ 
past, but there are yet many fields | 
that have not been properly handled i 
and after the snow goes if heavy j 
winds occur, many fallows will start I 
to move. 

Now. where this condition prevails 
just what can be done? Ridging with 
'& duck foot cultivator or listing with 
ridging shovels, is perhaps the best 
way of affording fall protection on 
loam soils that are in drifting condi¬ 
tion. 

If it is not possible to secure lumpy 
ridges with the duck foot cultivator, 
it will then be necessary to secure 
ridging shovels- and list the field. 
These ridging shovels tan be secured 
from the implement dealers who 
handle the make of cultivator that is 
being Used. Three of them will be 
required for a cultivator eight or 
nine feet wide. The furrows should 
be made deep enough to bring up 
clods. This is likely to require fur¬ 
rows six or seven inches deep. All 
ridging, of course, should be north 
land south . where -west winds are 
likely to be th e most prevalent. 

Where soils are s 0 light that ridg¬ 
ing is not satisfactory, about the 
only possible method of stopping win¬ 
ter drifting is to scatter straw over 
the drifting parts of the field. This 
may sound almost impossible to one 
who has pot tried stopping a drift 
with straw, but many farmers have 
successfully checked quite bad drift¬ 
ing in this way, and it has been done 
with much less labour than was anti¬ 
cipated. Numbers <>f farmers who 
have tried this method have made
